In spite of the fact that African- 
violets have been grown a relatively 
short time, a great deal is known 
about their growth requirements 
lhere’s no need to follow by-guess 
and bv-gollv rules. The trials have

Light and temperature 

North or east windows willsupply 
the proper amount of light if they 
aren't shaded by trees or buildings 
In most homes, these windows sup- 
ply 500 to 1,500 foot-candles of 
light. The best level for .African- 
violets is around 1,000 foot-candles 

If west or south windows supply 
the light, provide some shade dur- 
ing the afternoon, or set the plants 
a few feet away from window sill

tainer and heating it in the oven at 
180 degrees for about 45 minutes. 

You will need 1 pint of soil for 
each 4-inch pot, 3 pints of soil for 
each 6-inch pot. When you sterilize 
extra soil, store it in a plastic bag. 
Be sure to moisten the soil before 
using it for potting. 

Use a pot with a diameter about 
half that of the plant. Example: if 
you are repotting a plant that is 
8 inches across, use a 4-inch pot. 
Azalea pots, which are shorter than 
standard are usually pre- 
ferred, since the African-violet root 
system isn’t deep. Azalea pots are 
also more resistant to tipping 


pots, 


Feeding and watering 

African-violets,u alike most house 
plants, should be fed frequently 
once a month isn’t too often. Liq- 
uid fertilizers are preferred. Several 
foods designed for African-violets 
are on the market 

Or, vou can use the same ferti- 
lizer you use on your garden, such 
as 5-10-5 or 6-10-4. Mix a level 
teaspoonful of this in a gallon of 
water, Shake vigorously, and apply 
the same amount as when vou wa- 
ter in the regular manner. Keep 
the mixture off the leaves 

When African-violets are potted 
in containers of the proper size, it’s 
easy to water them safely. Add 
water to the top of the pot each 
time the soil surface feels dry 

\dd enough to moisten the en- 
tire root ball. Put a saucer undet 
each pot so you can water freely 
Use water of room temperature 
cooler water causes spotting and 
discoloration of the leaves 

If soluble salts accumulate on 
the rim of the pot, protect the 
leaves with a collar of aluminum 
foil wrapped around the rim. The 
collar keeps salt off the leaves.

Big beds are becoming so popular 
that you'll find large sizes in sheets, 
automatic blankets, and spreads in 
both fine and budget qualities. Al- 
though the headboard is six and a 
half feet wide, it can be moved up- 
stairs or through hallways because it’s 
used with a pair of twin-size box 
springs. Some people like a pair of 
mattresses, too, using frames which 
swing apart for bedmaking. Others 
use one huge mattress on top of the 
two springs. 


Getting the right bed is almost like 
choosing a suit—don’t be surprised if 
the salesman asks your height and 
weight! If you’re tall, he'll suggest 
“extra length’’—that means more 
space to stretch, about 80 inches in- 
stead of the usual 75. If your room is 
cramped, use a metal bed frame with- 
out foot panel. 

Your weight and that of your spouse 
determine the degree of firmness— 
both foam and innerspring come in 
several different types. 


Pillows are personalized too. You 
can choose plump or thin, filled with 
foam, down, or fluffy miracle fiber. 
All are washable but each feels differ- 
ent. So before you buy, do some test- 
ing! Select soft or firm pillows for in- 
dividual comfort of family members. 

Newest luxury is the bolster pillow 
that’s the same width as the bed so the 
spread looks neat. These long sleeping 
pillows have tubular cases, which have 
a hemmed border at both ends. 


Bed that tilts is sometimes advised 
by a doctor for swollen ankles, some 
heart conditions.

ACCIDENTS will happen 

to your furniture —a cigarette 
falls unnoticed from an ash 
tray, or your youngster spills 
his cup of milk. A chair leg 
becomes loose when the glue 
dries out after many years of 
use. A guest may lean too far 
forward and break a leg —the 
chair’s, that is. More times 
than not, there’s a simple 
solution for hiding or repairing 
the damage, once you know 
how to go about it. Here’s a 


guide to show you how. One of 


these methods can save you a 
complete refinishing job. If 
you find that refinishing is the 
only answer, there’s help for 
you on page 89. 


Water spots 


Apply heat and moisture by 
placing a warm iron over a damp 
blotter. Use brief applications 
and repeat until spot is gone. 

Alternate treatments: rub with 
10 steel wool and a liquid wax: 
lint-free cloth and camphorated 
oil: or rottenstone and linseed 
oil. Rub with the grain. 


Alcohol spots 


Rub area with finger dipped in 
liquid or paste wax, automobile 
cleaning wax, silver polish, boiled 
linseed oil, or with cloth barely 
dampened with ammonia. 

If a deeper treatment seems 
called for, rub spot with rotten- 
stone or FEF powdered pumice 
and light oil. Rewax the wood. 


Heat marks 


If damage is light and near the 
surface, rub in camphorated oil 
with a lint-free cloth. 

On varnish or shellae finish, 


dampen cloth with spirits of 


camphor or essence of pepper- 
mint; daub on spot. Don’t wipe 
off; let dry for 30 minutes. Then 
rub with rottenstone and oil. 
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Ink stains 


Ink stains can be removed only 
if they have not penetrated wood. 
Blot immediately. 

Clean with cream wax, or pat 
with damp cloth. Do not rub; 
keep turning cloth to a clean sur- 
face. If stain persists, rub with 
rottenstone and oil. 
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Milk stains 
The lactic acid contained in milk 
acts the same way as a mild dose 
of paint remover. Wipe spills up 
quickly. Try cleaning with cream 
wax to repolish the wood. 

To hide a stain, use one of the 
treatments described under “‘al- 


cohol spots.” 


Candle wax 
Chill wax with a piece of ice to 
make it easier to remove. 
Crumble off as much wax as 
possible with your fingers. Scrape 
gently with the dull edge of a ta- 
ble knife. Apply a cream wax, 
rub well; dry with clean cloth. 
Repeat if necessary. 
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A staining wax will often hide 
a superficial blemish. 

If damage extends into finish, 
fill with a commercial refinishing 
compound to match wood. You 
can use a wax stick, oil stain 
even a crayon or shoe polish. 
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Deeper blemish 


Clean off all loose material. For 
blonde surfaces, fill with layers 
of hard wax. Use matching col- 
ors of stick shellac for darker 
finishes of woods. 

Smooth with fine sandpaper or 
emery board. Rewax surface. 
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Deep blemish or burn 


Remove damaged wood by scrap- 
ing with razor blade. Clean area 
with naphtha. Smooth damage 
with 4 0 steel wool. Clean again. 

Fill with layers of stick shellac 
or wood filler, Stain to match 
finish. Smooth and wax. 


Loose veneer 


Cut any blisters down the mid- 
dle. Work knife under veneer so 
you can push glue underneath. 

Apply glue sparingly so it 
won t squeeze out and injure the 
finish. Dry glue under pressure 
(heavy books). Treat the edges 
of the repair as a seratch, 
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Regluing joints 
Take joint apart. Sand or rasp 
off old glue. Build up the joint 
with wedges or wrap one member 
with glue-soaked string. 

Tap joint into place. Clamp 
with furniture clamps or live 
rubber tubing until dry. 





Dents 


If wood fibers are not broken, use 
a warm iron over a damp cloth 
or blotter to raise dent. Apply 
lightly. Repeat several times. 

If wood fibers are broken, use 
this treatment to lessen dent. 
Repair as if it were a burn. 


Bracing a corner 
Take joint apart and regiue or 
replace screws. Add glue blocks 
or a steel mending plate. 

Plates— pieces of metal with 
screw holes already drilled —are 
available in many sizes, can be 
bent to fit the frame. 


A split or break 


Cut a peg from a dowel. Then, 
centering on the split, drill a hole 
the same diameter as the peg. 
Insert peg, sand flush, and refin- 
ish to match. 

You can use a metal mending 
plate which should be mortised 
and hidden with wood filler. 


Marred edges 


If edge is too rough to sand or 
plane, trim it back far enough to 
even the sides. Use a power saw 
with a rip fence. 

Put on a wood strip or veneer 
or other commercial edging; fin- 
ish to match the wood. 


Damaged coverings 


For table tops with a soft cover- 
ing such as cork, cut a square 
around the damage and replace 
with new material——cork, tile, 
and so forth. You can score the 
rest of top to match,

An ounce of prevention 


Give your furniture a light 
coat of wax. Avoid using 
too much wax — it will on- 
ly collect dust and dim the 
luster of the finish. 


> Clean up any spills as 
quickly as possible so they 
won’t have a chance to 
soak through the finish. 


> Use coasters for glasses 
whenever you serve. 


> Buy ash trays with grooves 
that will put out a ciga- 
rette if you accidentally 
leave one burning. 


> Glue felt matting to the 
base of lamps, ash trays, 
or any rough-surfaced 
piece you keep on the tops 
of tables and sideboards. 


P Follow the recommenda- 
tions for care which the 
manufacturer of your fur- 
niture gives on his tag or 
label. These instructions 
are attached to help you 
keep your furniture new- 
looking for a long time. 


> Before you use a cleaning 
or refinishing compound 
on your furniture, read 
the directions carefully. If 
you’re in doubt, test the 
product on small spot in 
an inconspicuous place.

On beautiful  Bis- 
cayne Bay near Miami, the Key 
Biscayne Hotel right now is charg- 
ing $360 and $460 a week for fam- 
ily villas in an elegant palm-shad- 
ed setting. If you wait a few weeks, 
you can rent the same ocean-front 
villas for $280. If you wait several 
weeks until May 1 
one for as low as $165. For a family 
of four or for two couples, this is 


you can rent 


less than $6 a day per person—for 
one of the most plush tropical va- 
cation settings in America! 

At the beautiful St. Croix in the 
Virgin Islands, the Estate Carlton, 
a small but very good hotel, 
charges $44-$52 a night for a dou- 
ble room with breakfast and dinner 
in the main season ( January, Feb- 
ruary, March). But in the inter- 
mediate season (December), the 
sarne room may be had for $25-$35 
with two meals. Beginning about 
\pril 12 and continuing until De- 
cember, you can reserve the same

While the off-season rate does 
not always include meals, restau- 
rants often lower their prices in the 
olf season. A dinner that costs two 
people $9 in midseason may cost 
only $6.50 in off season lips are 
lower, too. If you tip $1.50 on a $9 
dinner, you'll probably tip only $1 
You can feel 
justified in tipping hotel personnel 


on a $6.50 dinner 


less, too, if you are in a $12 room 
off season than in midseason when 


the same room is $35. It’s hard to 
account for all the savings off sea- 
son. One saving that may surprise 
you: Gifts often cost less. Some 
tourlst shops drop their prices and 
have special sales in the off season. 


, example of how daily 
savings add up: During the busy 
season, it is often impossible at 
most hotels to find a minimum rate 
room at all. In the off season, how- 
ever, minimum rates are readily 
available 

Many resorts that don’t have 
off-season rates allow other econo- 
mies during the slow months. The 
magnificent Greenbrier at White 
Sulphur Springs, West Virginia, 
includes tips in its room charges 
after the main season. At Fran- 
conia, New Hampshire, the Forest 
Hills eliminates greens fees ($2 per 
person pet day) for golf after Labor 
Day. In June, September, and 
October, the Basin Harbor Club 
in Vergennes, Vermont, not only 
eliminates greens fees. but also 
gives free horseback riding and free 
cruises daily on Lake Champlain. 

Learn-to-ski-week rates are of- 
fered at Aspen and in Canada’s 
Laurentians. At one Aspen hotel, 
you normally pay $24 a day for a 
double room. Add to this $110 for 
meals, $60 for ski lift, and $56 for 
ski instruction, and you get a week- 
ly total of $394. A beginners’ pack- 
age gives you all this at a $70 sav- 
ing. At the Manoir St. Castin in 
Canada’s Laurentians you can get 
learn-to-ski package rates any time 
between January 4 and Easter for 
$210, including meals and a de 
luxe suite. You can enjoy summer 
and fall holidays at many of the 
new winter resorts at off-season 
bargain rates 

The secret to many bargains is 
really no secret at all: Start now to 
shop for off-season rates 

Lower rates by the week often 
are available. Ask for them. Find 
out about special rates for children.

Some resorts allow 50 per cent off 
for any child under 6 and 25 per 
cent for those between 6 and 12. An- 
other reason for shopping around: 
In any part of the country, there 
are outstanding hotels that simply 
do not advertise off-season rates. 
The American Automobile Asso- 
ciation as well as Chambers of 
Commerce in the area you plan to 
visit can advise you on accommo- 
dations and rates. Listed below as 
examples are some of the top re- 
sorts and hotels in the country and 
out. There are many other excel- 
lent accommodations in the same 
regions as those described here. 


OCEAN BEACHES 


At Miami Beach hotels,rates go 
as high as $69 a day for two without 
meals in midwinter. In the spring 
and fall, daily rates drop 25 per 
cent; during summer months, rates 
are cut in half! The same is true 
of the Florida Keys and at such 
famous resorts as Palm Beach and 
Sarasota. Near Biloxi, Mississippi, 
the Edgewater Gulf Hotel gives 
you a 10 per cent fall-winter reduc- 
tion between Labor Day and Jan- 
uary 15. California’s beautiful Car- 
mel is virtually a year-round resort 
now, but even there lower rates 
are available off season.

Push-button sarage doors 


Why not adapt your garage door 


to an automatic opener? Here’s a 


roundup of the major types. 


iT you own a garage, one of the 
heaviest objects you move around 
every day is the garage door. It’s 
a job, especially in the rain and 
winter cold. You'll be glad to hear 
this labor is no longer necessary. 
You can let electricity do the work 
while you push a button or operate 
a switch right inside your cat 


Opening mechanisms are all 
somewhat similar. Each has a 
motorized system for pulling up and 
pushing down overhead-operating 
garage doors. The diflerences are 
in the kind of safety device pro- 
vided for stopping or reversing the 
door in an emergency, the provi- 
sion for operating the door in the 
event of a power failure, and the 
type of driving mechanism that ac- 
tually does the heavy door-moving 
job. Generally, the more conven- 
ient the system is, the more the 
equipment will cost 
Least complicated (and Jeast ex- 
pensive, too) is a simple electric 
control which can be mounted on a 
post along the driveway. Push the 
button and up goes the door. Other 
control switches can be located in 
the house and garage. With these 
post-control systems, you do have 
to stop the car—and sometimes 
even get out—in order to operate 
the door-opening device. 

Photoelectric and “roll-over” 
treadle activating devices make a 
door opener even more automatic, 
because you usually don’t have to 
stop your car on the way into the 
garage. As with the driveway- 
mounted push button, a possible 
drawback is that they can be op- 
erated by anyone, even a burglar 

In most cases, you can combine 
the various components to give the 
exact type of door-opener that you 
need. For example, most of these 
systems have a gadget that turns on 
the garage lights when the door is 
ope ad and turns them off again 
when it closes. Some photoelectric 
units may be installed in the drive- 
way to turn on the lights in garage 
or yard independently of any ga- 
rage door operation. These devices 
can be very welcome on a dark or 
rainy night. 

If your on the garage 
or you want to have the opening 
system protec sot from use by out- 
siders, you can substitute a weath- 
erproof key switch for the driveway 
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push button. Then, in effect, you 
unlock the door by remote control. 
In case the power should fail, the 
opening mechanism can be disen- 
gaged and the door operated man- 
ually 


The most automatic, convenient, 
and expensive of the door opener 
devices is the radio transmitter-re- 
ceiver system. The transmitter can 
be in your car or in a small box 
that you carry with you. If porta- 
ble, the transmitter can be carried 
from car to car or used from any 
place in the yard. With the trans- 
mitter-receiver system, only you 
can open the door (the system is 
tuned to just your frequency). You 
don’t have to stop the car, either. 
Just push the transmitter button as 
you approach the drive and the 
door is open when you reach the 
garage. The radio systems should 
be F.C.C.-approved (check before 
buying) 

These radio transmitter and re- 
ceiver systems have electronic com- 
ponents of either the tube or tran- 
sistor type. The transistor kind 
generally requires less mainte- 
nance, but does cost more initially. 
Service on the door openers is an 
important factor to consider when 
you're choosing one 


Physically handicapped people 
find garage door openers a real aid. 
It makes the — much more 
convenient to use, in addition to 
improving the on tn of the 
house by keeping the door closed 
and garage storage out of sight. 
Savings on heat loss through the 
open door in winter and on car 
maintenance are other advantages 
to be considered. 


The cost of the openers ranges 
from $100 to $300; the cost of op- 
eration is only a fraction of a cent 
each time you open the door. For 
best operation you should have 
the units professionally installed. 
Proper adaptation to your garage 
is the key to good operation. 

Swinging garage doors can also 
have automatic door openers. The 
activating devices for them can be 
about the same as those used for 
overhead-operating doors; how- 
ever, their opening mechanism is 
not as simple. It might be more 
satisfactory in some cases to install 
a new overhead-operating door on 
which to put the opener.
